The actual building of the pro- 
jected ski tow and the type of tow 
to be built may be influenced, he 
indicated, by the question of sup- 
plies available for construction in 
view of the ‘priorities in the nation- 
al defense program. 


Mr. Smith said that Dewey King | 
has announced plans for a rope tow 
at Twin Bridges resort, and that 
there is activity also in behalf of 
ski tows or other winter sports de- 
velopment at the Echo summit and 
at yarious points in Lake Valley.

DRAFT REGISTRANTS ADVISED 
TO KEEP IN TOUCH WITH 
LOCAL BOARDS 


SACRAMENTO—Selective Service 
registrants were today warned by 
Brigadier General Joseph O. Don- 
ovan, state director of selective ser- 
vice, to keep their local boards ad- 
vised of address change or become 
subject to severe penalties. 

In issuing the warning General 
Donovan said he had been advised 
by National Headquarters — that 
many cases of delinquencies INves~ 
tigated by the Department of Jus- 
tice revealed carelessness on the 
part of the registrant rather than 
a wilful desire to evade the law rel- 
ative to reporting change of ad- 
dress. 

“It is the general opinion of se- 
lective service officials that many 
violations constitute carelessness or 
ignorance of the law and that these 
cases can and will be cut down by 
educating registrants as to the law 
requiring them to advise their lo- 
cal boards of change of address and 
of the severe penalties imposed 1n 
event they are ignored,” General 
Donovan said. 


He pointed out that the Selective 


Service Act provides that any Teg- 
istrant who violates the law is li- 
able to a fine of not more than 
$10,000 and imprisonment of not 
more than five years, or both.

LOS ANGELES (lP)—Police began 
a thorough investigation of Mrs. 
Florence A. Stricker’s safe deposit 
box today, hoping to find a motive 
for the murder of the 43-year-old 
heiress who was bludgeoned to 
death in her fashionable Silver Lake 
home Saturday. 

Detectives said they also planned 
to re-question Dr. George H. Strick- 
er, drugless healer who discovered 
his wife’s battered body in a closet. 
The doctor told investigators his 
wife told him very little of her pri- 
vate affairs especially those con- 
cerning money. 

Ernest G. Booth, 43-year-old ex- 
convict turned scenario writer, still 
was being held in custody on sus- 
picion of murdering Mrs. Stricker 
despite his continued denial of any 
knowledge of the crime. 

Detective B. G. Anderson said a 
check of the safe deposit box prob- 
ably would offer a clue fixing the 
motive for the killing. He declined 
to elaborate on his statement. Po- 
lice have been inclined to believe 
that Mrs. Stricker was killed by a 
robber seeking money or jewelry as 
the house was ransacked by the 
murderer.

ERE ARE busy days ahead for 


your broiler during August and 
early September. So get it out, if 
by chance it has been used only oc- 
casionally, and plan to let it work 
for you during the summer days 
that still lie ahead. For while hot 
weather lasts, the mixed grill type 
of meal is helpful to any cook who 
wants to make a speedy job of 
meal-getting. 

The mixed grill of fruit, ham, and 
tomatoes shown in the photograph 
above will require only a little 
more than 20 minutes to prepare— 
while the actual broiling is a cool 
clean simple procedure if yours is 
one of those boons for homemakers 
—a modern electric range. A single 
turning for the ham bundles, in 
fact, is all the attention this parti- 
cular dinner requires, yet when the 
cooking is complete, the ham will 
be slightly curled and crisp, the 
banana and pineapple within each 
roll hot and mellow. 


Follow the directions that come 
with your electric range regarding 
the manner of preheating for broil- 
ing. But remember that for all elec- | 
tric broiling the unit should be a 
glowing cherry red before the food, 
arranged on a cold broiler rack, is 
placed underneath the broiler itself.
